DETAILED ACTION 
Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) filed 2/1 6/1 0. Claims 1 , 3, 5-8, 1 0, 1 2-1 4, 1 00, 1 01 , and 1 03-1 1 7 remain 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-8, 10, 12-14, 100, 101, and 103-117 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 5, 8, 12, 104, and 110 now renumbered as claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 14, and 20 
respectively, are directed to a health management system/method for managing health 
of each patient/user carrying a portable terminal. 

The closest prior art of record, Bayne (US 2005/0060198 A1), Reuss 
(US 6,404,426 B1), Muranaga (US 6,944,464 B2), and Mishelevich (US 5,363,842) 
teach providing a portable terminal carried by a user, providing a database for 
communicating with each portable terminal, transmitting personal information, activating 
an emergency handling means, said portable terminal comprising position information 
acquisition means, and an input/output device that is an inhaler for discharging a 
medicine. 

However, the closest prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest that the 
patient specifies a type of emergency notification from a plurality of types of emergency 
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notifications. Communication or information is then provided to the portable terminal in 
accordance with the type of emergency notification specified by the patient, wherein the 
communication provided to said portable terminal uses said radio communication 
means to communicate with a medical facility whose information is stored in said 
medical information storage means, and wherein the information provided to the 
portable terminal comprises information about a medical facility or a drugstore providing 
a medicine needed for the identified patient. 

Dependent claims 3, 6, 7,10,13,14,1 05-1 09, 1 1 1 -1 1 5 (now renumbered as 
claims 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10, 15-19, and 21-25) incorporate the allowable subject matter of 
their respective independent claims, through dependency, and are also allowable for the 
same reasons. 

Claims 1 00, 1 01 , and 1 1 6, now renumbered as claims 11, 12, and 26 
respectively, are directed to an information provision method for providing medical 
information about health, a medical treatment or a medicine from a database. 

The closest prior art of record, Bayne (US 2005/0060198 A1), Reuss 
(US 6,404,426 B1), Muranaga (US 6,944,464 B2), Mishelevich (US 5,363,842), and 
Voges (US 5,894,841) teach receiving, from a portable terminal carried by a patient, an 
emergency notification, identifying the patient, activating an emergency handling 
means, wherein said portable terminal comprises position information acquisition 
means, and an inhaler which discharges a medicine. 
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However, the closest prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest that the 
patient specifies a type of emergency notification from a plurality of types of emergency 
notifications. Communication or information is then provided to the portable terminal in 
accordance with the type of emergency notification specified by the patient, wherein the 
communication provided to said portable terminal uses said radio communication 
means to communicate with a medical facility whose information is stored in said 
medical information storage means, and wherein the information provided to the 
portable terminal comprises information about a medical facility or a drugstore providing 
a medicine needed for the identified patient. 

Dependent claims 103 and 117 (now renumbered as claims 13 and 27) 
incorporate the allowable subject matter of their respective independent claims, through 
dependency, and are also allowable for the same reasons.
